OUR CITY'S POOR 


Supt. Collins Tells About 


1894 at the City Farm, 


JjAST MEETING OB1 THE OVRK- 


SKRRS OF THE POOR. 


Outdoor Belief Greatly Increased Last 


Year. 


The innual meeting o* the overseers of 


the poor was held at the city farm yester- 
day afternoon, and the retiring board after 
transacting business assigned It, adjourned 
sine die. 


Tbe meeting marked the retirement from 


office of the entire board, save Mr. Keefe 
who has been favored with a re-election. 


John Xolan will throw down the cares 


of .'in overseer's life, after three years' 
work, and Mayer Pickmau retires after 
serving as chairman of the board for two 
years. 


After hearing the applications of a num- 


ber of petitions for pardons, tbo board re- 
ceived the annual reports of bupt. Collins, 
.Secretary Richardson and Chaplain Qulnn, 
and ordered them on Die. 


The main points in the reports are given 


here, 


Supt. Collins' Keport. 


Tlie expenses of the outdoor relief ex- 


ceeded those oE 1SB3 by S1700, and the 
amount expended for repairs £3000 in ad- 
vance of tbe preceding year. 
This was 


due to the increase in ontdoor relief, the 
employment of estra attendants and the 
completion of needed improvements. 


The sewer across the Jenness estate to 


the rear of the institution cost S135C, und 
the 
city 
had 
to 
purchase 


4000 
feet 
of 
the 
Jenness 
estate 


nt a cost of S225. In addition to this tbe 
assessment for the Clielmsford street gewer 
was $'270. In July the buildings were con- 
nected with tbe sewer at a cost of only 
$800 the work being done by Inmates at a 
saving fo the city of SSOO. 
Tho entire ex- 


pense to the department in constructing 
the sewer was $1270.50. 


A number 
of 
needed 
improvements 


about the buildings which cost considera- 
ble are also enumerated. 


Tlie products of the (farm were excep- 


tionally gnod. 
Tbe potato crop^was the 


best ra'ised here for years, but the hay crop 
was not quite so large as in former years. 
The value of the entire products of tbe 
farm was S10.909.57 and the amount real- 
ized from sales was 32,5GS,93. 


Supt. Collins recommends a new dining 


room in the woman's hospital; also the 
building of a wine; 10x15 feet in the 
woman's hospital, to run the entire height 
of the building and in this way better ven- 
tilation could be secured. He also suggests 
better bathing facilities by the construction 
of bath rooms on the first floor of each de- 
partment in the institution. 


Mr. Collins also renews his former rec- 


ommendation for the removal of the old 
hospital and the erection in its place of a 
two story building to be used as a dining 
room.

What Chaplain Qnlnn Says. 


The teacher's and chaplain's report re- 


views the number of pupils at the school. 
the cause of their being sent there, their 
place of birth and residence. He gives the 
order or exercises for each day, says that 
religious exercises have been held regular- 
ly, the chaplain being assisted at times hy 
clergymen from tbe city. 


Secretary Richardson's Kevlew- 


During the year wood, coal, provisions 


and orders were distributed to 043 families. 
Of the total number 2573 assisted, 309 were 
state paupers,175 chargeable to other cities 
and 1592 who had a settlement in 
Lowell. 


Tbe aid distributed cost the city -•510,034.80 
of which S2104.05 was reimbursed by the 
stale, cities and towns. In addition lo this 
§2182.44 has been paid to oilier cities and 
towns for caring for paupers claiming a 
residence in Lowell. The sum of S1120.28 
was expended In cash allowances, making 
a total disbursement of 811,750.27. 


The board paid for Lciwell paupers in 


several hospitals and institutions £4077.22. 
Seventy-two persons cared for at the state 
lunatic asylum, cost the city $7101.06. Of 
this number 30 have died, been cured or 
transferred to other institutions; 171 pau- 
pers were sent to the Tewksbury alms- 
house, and 119 persons who had no settle- 
ment in Lowell were sent to the hospital. 
Tliere were 89 orders for burials of 
pau- 


pers without settlements and SO for pau- 
pers with settlements. 


The ambulance had 602 calls, of which 


353 were sick calls, 201 accidents, and on 
43 occasions there was no use for tbe am- 
bulance.

Apparent—Currency Question tlio Issue

severest panic which the country has suf- 
fered. It will also mark the change brought 
aboni by liemocralic legislation and the be- 
einnins of an era of prosperity. 
The pas- 


sage of 3. new tariff, the appointment of a 
commission to inqiiicerinto the labor difficul- 
ties which led to the creat strike will stand 
oat as the most important work accom- 
coEr>i)lishe<l by congress during the year al- 
though other much needed measures were 
passed. 


The great strike and the action taken in 


regard to it will lead to legislation, that 
iriil restrict within proper bounds, the 
great monopolies 
of the country, 
the 


great grasping corporations that endeavor 
lo evade the law themselves and insist 
upon the most rigorous legislation against 
labor organizations. 
But the labor com- 


mission has exposed the real condition of 
affairs and recommended legislation -which 
if passed will give labor organizations more 
prss'.ise than they have ever possessed. 
It 


•will compel the recognition of labor unions 
as they will Lave a stilus equal to that of 
any urbanization composed of employers. 
Tae si en is to treat all alike and to prevent 
monopolies from controlling leEisUuion on 
tlie one hand and evading the law on the 
nttir while invoking the machinery of the 
law against labor unions engaged ia a fair 
and honorable fi^ht for justice. 


"Vew Tear finus tbe local labor organiza- 


tions in a disorganized condition, but they 
h»Te viLality enough to accomplish tbeir 
o*n redemption from the causes which leu 
to their disruption. 


Tbe introduction of politics to labor or- 


ganiutiODS is baneful in the extreme.

Another 
announcement of similar 


character ia to the effect that the plant 
of the DopauwPlate Glnss works, which 
has been idle for soTerai years, may 
possibly bo removed from New Albany, 
Ind., to Alexandria, and work resumed 
upon a largo ecalo. This concern was at 
one time the most, extensive of its kind 
in this country. Its founder was origi- 
nally u Democrat nnd one of tho most 
prominent nnd active in southern. Indi- 
ana. 


It was during the campaign of 1880, 


if we are not mistaken, that he conceiv- 
ed the idea that if he could have more 
"protection" on plate glass his busi- 
ness, which was then gradually declin- 
ing in volume, might be increased and 
mado more profitable. 
Accordingly he 


turned his back upon tho Democratic 
party, of -which he had been a lifelong 
member, and announced his conversion 
to Republicanism, due to his changed 
opinions upon tho tariff question.

h,an given tiny promise of success should, 
now bo in progress under a tariff whose 
schedule of duties on plato glass ranges 
from 6 to 27 per cent lower than those 
of the McKiuley tariff. 


One can scarcely pickup a newspaper 


nowadays and not find theroiu indica- 
tions of substantial improvement in tho 
industrial situation. 
V?e believe this 


will continue to bo tbe case, and while 
•we do not look for any phenomenal bet- 
terment of present conditions within the 
next two years wo expect to witness a 
gradual and decided improvement which 
will convince the country that it would 
be unwise to disturb tho now tariff in a 
general sense and the height of folly to 
replace it with one carrying the higher 
duties aud monopolistic features of its 
predecessor. 


Once satisfied that the tariff is, on tho 


whole, a beneficial measure the people 
will turn their attention to the currency 
question and make that tho leading is- 
sue in tho presidential campaign. All 
signs now point to a forcing of that is- 
sue to tho front. 
The belief is steadily 


gaining ground in nil parts of the coun- 
try that our dependence upon Great 
Britain for a financial policy and sys- 
tem is at the bottom of all the ills which 
afflict us as a people.

Prompt Legislation. 


NO ASSURANCE GIVKN CAHLISLE 


BV SENATORS. 


His Measure is Still Badly in the 


Toils. 


WASHINGTON, ,/an, 1.—Thore has been 


considerable talk about tbc probability of 
an extra session of the Fifty-fourth con- 
gress. Tbis discussion bus a speculative 
basis, but is indicative of the apprehension 
prevailing in the public mind of tho ina- 
bility of tho present congress to supply 
legislation that -will restore confidence, re- 
vive trade and strengthen tho treasury. 


So far as tho leaders of the two political 


parties in congress are concerned, they do 
not want an extra session, and it is cer- 
tainly not doslred by the president. 
But 


If nothing should be doyio within the next 
two months to enact some, legislation for 
the remedy of existing evils, tho calling of 
tho Fifty-fourth congress in extraordinary 
session may become an imperative neces- 
sity. 


With leaders oil the fcvro 'parties hostile 


to nn extra session, and both aides recog- 
nizing the urgent necessity for remedial 
legislation relating to the currency, ordi- 
nary business sagacity, freed from partisan 
maneuvering, ought to result in an agree- 
ment on some measure which would re- 
ceive tho support of a majority of tho 
membership of tho house. 


It ig evident that the contemplation oE 


an extra session of tho Fifty-fourth con- 
gress is discomforting to Bopublicana. 
They do not desire that the responsibility 
for financial legislation should be sud- 
denly thrust upon them. If it could be 
postponed until tho time for the regular 
assembling In December, 1305, the Re- 
publicans would be better prepared to as- 
sumo responsibility at that time. With 
this feeling prevalent among Republican 
leaders, and with Democrats averse to an 
extra session on many accounts, rests the 
hopo that something may bo evolved 
Which will bring partial relief. 


How CarlUle Feels About It. 


Secretary Carlisle thinks that some kind 


of currency reform measure will pass tho 
houso. The amendments to his bill con- 
tained in the substitute proposition, he 
thinks, havo strengthened tho measure 
very much on tho Democratic side. 


Tho 
Democratic leaders, 
including 


Speaker Crisp, Representatives Catculngs 
and Wilson, chairman of the ways and 
mctins committee, and other prominent 
influontial Democrats, are doing their ut- 
most to accomplish some financial legis- 
lation in order that the party may have 
that much, at least, to Its credit when 
congress adjourns. 


Secretary Carllslo remarked yesterday 


that ho did not feel very sanguine of se- 
curing satisfactory currency reform or 
financial legislation in the senate. 
Thus 


far ho had boon unable to get any assur- 
ance whatever. The Democratic members 
of the ilnanco committee and their asso- 
ciates in the scnato informed him that 
they dosired to wait the action of tho houso 
on the currency bill now pending in that 
bofly. 


1C it were a measure that would enlarga 


the currency and give all the states uni- 
form banking- facilities, the Democratic 
leaders, including members of the finance 
committee, were inclined to believe that 
It would pass the senate, but that no half- 
way measure providing for two kinds oC 
currency, a national and state bank sys- 
tem, would meet the approval of tho Dem- 
ocrats in that boily. 


The DemocraDiu senators who blocked 


tho passage of the Wilson tariff "bill, 
namely, Gorman, Brlce, Smith and Cam- 
den, and who defeated that measure, have 
already Intimated that no currency meas- 
ure will bo passed by this congress. If 
these senators scand by their declarations, 
no financial legislation can pass that body.

Supt. Collins Tells About 


1894 at the City Farm.

SEKRS OF THE POOK. 


Outdoor Relief Greatly Increased Last 


Year. 


The annual meeting of the overseers of 


the poor was held at the city farm yester- 
day afternoon, and the retirine board after 
transacting business assigned it, adjourned 
sine die. 


The meeting marked the retirement from 


ollice of the entire board, save Mr. Keefe 
who has been favored with, a re-election. 


John Nolan will throw down the cares 


of an overseer's life, after turee years' 
work, and Mayor Vickmau retires after 
serving as chairman of tbe hoard for two 
years. 


After hearing the app!ic?ations of a num- 


ber of petitions for pardons, tbe board re- 
ceived the annual reports of Supt. Collins, 
Scurclary Richardson and Chaplain Quinn, 
and ordered them on file. 


The main points in the reports are given 


here. 


Supb. ColllnH' Report. 


Tbe expenses of the outdoor relief es- 


cceded those of 1393 by 41700, and the 
amount expended for repairs S.SOOO in ad- 
vance of the preceding year. 
This was 


due to tbe increase in outdoor relief, 
the 


employment of extra attendants and the 
completion of needed improvements. 


The sewer across the Jenness estate to 


the rear of the institution cost S1350, and 
Hie

at n. cost of S225. 
In addition to this 
tbe 


assessment for the Chelmsford street sewer

In July tbe buildings were con-

pense LO the deparlmeut in constructing 
the sewer was $1270.">0. 


A number of 
needed improvements 


about the buildings which cost 
considera- 


ble arc also enumerated. 


Tlie products of the [farm were excep- 


tionally gnod. 
The potato crop"was the 


best raised here for years, but tbe hay crop 
was not quite so large as in former years. 
The value of the entire products of the 
farm was 510.900.57 and Ihu amount real- 
ized from sales was 52,509.93. 


Supt. Collins recommends a now dining 


room in Iho woman's hospital; also tbe 
building of a wing 10x15 
feet in the 


woman's hospital, to run tue entire height 
of tbe building and in this way better ven- 
tilation could he secured.

NO ASSURANC1C GIVEN 


BY SENATORS. 


His Measure is Still Badly in the 


Toils. 


WAsniNoyrON, Jan. 1.— There has been 


considerable talk about the probability of 
an extra session of the FLfty-Courth con- 
gress. This disoussioii lias a speculative 
basis, but Is indicative of. the apprehension 
prevailing lu tho public miud of the ina- 
bility of the present congress to supply 
legislation that will res toro confidence, re- 
vive trade and strengthen the treasury. 


So far as the leaders of tho two political 


paruios in congress are concerned, they do 
not want an extra session, and it is cer- 
tainly not desired by the president. 
But 


if nothing should be dono within the next 
two months to enact some legislation for 
the remedy of exid&iug evils, tho calling of. 
thu Fifty-fourth congress in extraordinary 
session may become an imperative neces- 
sity. 


With leaders oC the two 'parties hostile 


to an extra session, and both sides recog- 
nizing the urgent necessity for remedial 
legislation relating to the currency, ordi- 
nary business sat-aeit.v, freed from partisan 
maneuvering, ought to result in an agree- 
ment, on some measure which would re- 
ceive tho support of a majority 
of the 


membership of the house. 


It is evident that tha contemplation of 


an extra session of the Fifty-fourth con- 
gress Is discomforting to Republicans. 
'i'liey do nut desire that the responsibility 
for financial legislation should bo sud- 
denly thrust upon them. If it could be 
postpuned until cho time for the regular 
assembling in December, 18U5, the Re- 
publicans would be bettor prepared to as- 
sume responsibility at that time. With 
this feeling prevalent among Republican 
leaders, and with Democrats averse to an 
extra session on many accounts, rests the 
hope that something may 
be evolved 


which will bring partial relief. 


How Carlisle l^eels Aljout IL 


Secretary Carlisle thinks that some kind 


of currency reform measure will pass the 
house. The amendments to his bill con- 
tained in tlie substitute proposition, he 
thinks, luwc strengthened the measure 
very much on the Democratic side. 


Tho 
Democratic 
leaders, 
including 


Speaker Crisp, Representatives Catchings 
and Wilson, chairman of the ways n,nd 
means committee, and other prominent 
influential Democrats, are doing their ut- 
most to accomplish some financial legis- 
lation In order that tho party may have 
that much, at least, to ita credit when 
congress adjourns. 


Secretary Carlisle remarked yesterday 


that ho did not feel very sanguine oC se- 
curing satisfactory currency reform or 
financial legislation In tho senate. 
Thus 


far he had been unablo to gee any assur- 
ance whatever. Tho Democratic members 
of the finance committee and their asso- 
ciates in the senato informed him that 
they desired to ivaid the action of the house 
on Llio currency bill now pending in that 
body. 


If it weroa measure that woulu enlarge 


the currency and give all the states uni- 
form banking facilities, tho Democratic 
leaders, including members of the finance 
committee, were inclined to believe that 
it would pass the senate, but that no half- 
way measure providing for two kinds of 
currency, a national and state bank sys- 
tem, 
would meet the approval of the Dem- 


ocrats in that body. 


The Democratic senators who blocked 


the passage of tho Wilson tariff bill, 
namely, Guramu, Brico, Smith and Cam- 
den, and who defeated that measure, have 
already intimated that no currency meas- 
ure will bo passed by this congress. 
If 


these senators stand by their declarations, 
no liuancial legislation can pass that body.
